The  September  of  nineteen  hundred  and  thirty-eight  A.D*  marks 
the  invasion  of  a  legion,  consisting  of  twenty-nine  Juniors, 
into  the  land  of  latent  possibilities,  room  10.  Tnen  and  there, 
commandeered  by  one  Miss  Margaret  Layman,  we  quite  conscientiously 
set  about  making  history.

It  was  customary  for  the'f lQv;ers'  #  known  as  Juniors#  to  in¬ 
itiate  the  newcomers  into  High  School  and  we  were  anxiously  a- 
waiting  the  day*  At  last  the  day  arrived  and  when  we  entered  the 
school  on  that  eventful  Thursday,  v/e  were  met  by  a  Junior  and  es 
corted  to  the  dressing  room.  There  We  were  given  orders  to  wear

our  clothes  wrong  side  out  and  our  shoes  on  the  wrong  foot.  The 
girls  v/ere  also  ordered  to  let  their  hair  down,  tie  green 
streamers  around  their  heads,  and  to  remove  all  beauty  aids 
from  their  faces. 

In  the  afternoon  we  marched  into  General  Assembly  with 
heads  held  high  and,  after  proclaiming  loudly  in  school, 

'^.'e  are  green  rats",  we  were  each  made  to  perform  in  some  manner. 
We  were  all  good  sports, though,  and  got  through  the  ordeal  with 
flying  colors. 

Although  WG  were  just  beginners,  v/e  entered  into  the  ac¬ 
tivities  v/ith  the  other  flowers.  In  the  Junior  Alpha  Beta  Club, 
Spring  Beauty  Kern  was  elected  Vice  President  and  Wood  Anemone 
Britt,  Trumpet  Clapsaddle .Cardinal  Plov/er  Kern,  Honeysuckle 
Vaughn,  Shooting  Star  McCoy,  and  Bouncing  Bet  Newcomb  were  ac¬ 
tive  members.  Honeysuckle  Vaughn  was  on  the  debating  team  with 
the  Seniors  and  also  went  to  Charlottesville  in  the  Spring  for 
Public  Speaking. 

There  was  a  new  club  organized  called  the  Library  Club,  and 
Honeysuckle  Vaughn,  Spring  Beauty  Kern,  Cardinal  Flower  Kern, 
and  Monkey  Flower  Clark  joined. 

We  were  very  healthy  flowers  and  when  the  basketball  season 
began,  three  of  the  girls  joined  the  squad;  the  two  Kern  Flowers 
made  star  guards.  Ground  Ivy  Vanness  joined  the  boys*  squad. 

The  first  term  passed  quickly  and  soon  the  Glee  Club  was  or¬ 
ganized  and  since  we  had  good  vocal  cords,  the  following  joined 
the  choruses:  Bluot  Biggs,  Bellflov;er  Dv/ier,  Monkey  Flower 
Clark, Bird-Foot  Violet  Dwier,  Spring  Beauty  Kern,  Shooting 
Star  McCoy, Bouncing-Bet  Newcomb,  Cardinal  Flov/er  Kern,  Heart 
Leaved  Aster  Noel,  Swamp  Rose  Spangler , Catnip  Teaford,  and 
Honeysuckle  Vaughn. 

The  school  year  ended  soon  and  the  gardonor  • 
drew  a  cover  over  the  flower  bed  until  September ,1938  when 
he  would  plant  us  in  the  Sophomore  bed. 

In  the  fall  of  193®#  after  obtaining  the  full  growth  re¬ 
quired  of  the  Freshman  bed,  wo  were  carefully  transplanted  into 
the  Sophomore  bed, twenty- five  strong  under  the  care  of  our 
flower  gardener .Trailing  Arbutus  Bowyer. 

After  becoming  comfortably  settled  in  our%nev/  bed,  we  were 
confronted  with  the  problems  of  government;  so  we  all  gently 
sighed,  lolled  back  in  our  bed  and  elected  the  following  flov/- 
ers  to  lead  us : President-Sun  Flower  McClure;  Vice  President- 
Sweet  V/illiam  Gleason;  Secretary  and  Treasurer-False  Pimpemal 
Buhrman. 
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Soon  all  of  the  flovjer  beds  met  and  decided  to  organize 
•The  Eagle's  Cry",  and  we  proudly  sent  forth  our  talent  to  help 
make  the  school  paper  a  success.  Winterberry  Hill  was  elected 
Sophomore  bed  reporter  and  Sun  Flower  McClure .Sports  Editor. 

The  basketball  season  opened  and  the  Sophomores  gave  six 
members  to  the  girls'  team.  Cardinal  Flower  Kern  and  Spring 
Beauty  Kern  set  fine  records  as  guards,  while  Honeysuckle 
Vaughn, Bluet  Biggs,  Bird-Foot  Violet  Dwier  and  Bouncing  Bet 
Nev/comb  also  made  impressive  shovdngs.  Those  who  joined  the 
boys'  Squad  vjere:  Sweet  Tifilliam  Gleason,  V/interberry  Hill, 
Ground  Ivv  Vanness  and  Sun  Flower  McClure. 

jVhen  the  Junior  Literary  Club  was  organized  the  majority 
of  the  flowers  from  the  Sophomore  bed  took  an  active  part. 

Those  who  joined  are  as  follov/s:  Trumpet  Clnpsaddle,  Sweet 
William  Gleason,  Winterberry  Hill,  Sun-Flower  McClure,  Day 
Flower  Myers, Bluet  Biggs, Bird-Foot  Violet  Dv/ier,  Bouncing 
Bet  Newcomb, Heart  Leaved  Aster  Noel,  Swamp  Rose  Spangler,  and 
Honeysuckle  Vaughn.  The  follov;ing  held  office:  President- 
Sun  Flower  McClure;  Vice  President-Sweet  Willian  Gleason; 
Secretary-Honeysuckle  Vaughn.  The  following  flov/ers  entered 
into  activities:  Cardinal  Flower  Kern,  and  Heart  Leaved 
Aster  Noel,  the  short  story  contest;  Sun  Flovi/er  McClure,  Sight 
Reading;  Cardinal  Flower  Kern  and  Spring  Beauty  Kern,  One  Act 
Play. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  second  semester  it  v/as  again  time 
for  the  flowers  to  select  a  new  staff  for  "The  Eagle's  Cry". 
Spring  Beauty  Kern  was  elected  Sophomore  reporter  and  Sun 
Flower  McClure  was  elected  Editor. 

Cardinal  Flower  Kern  held  office  of  Vice  President 
in  the  Library  Club  for  the  last  term. 

When  the  Glee  Club  organized, the  following  flowers  from 
the  Sophomore  bed  willingly  blended  their  voices  with  other 
flowers  in  the  chorus.

Those  holding  an  office  were:  Sweet 
William  Gleason  and  Spring  Beauty  Kern. 

Summer  was  now  very  near  and  the  gardener  again  drew 
a  cover  over  the  Sophomore  flov/er  bed.

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FRESHMAN  CLASS  HISTORY 


In  September  1930»we,the  members  of  the  Freshman  Class 
met  to-gether  on  a  bright  and  beautiful  morning  at  nine  o'clock 
at  dear  old  E-R.H.S.  It  was  our  first  day  at  school  and  myl  what 
an  adventure-  was  before  us*  Our  class  was  much  larger  than  it  is 
this  year  of  thirty-nine,  but  fevj  of  us  are  Freshmen  now  that 
were  in  the  grades  to-gether*  Miss  Gladys  Flaherty  was  our  tea¬ 
cher*  She  took  us  through  that  year  very  patient  and  kind,  and 
when  spring  came  we  found  ourselves  second  graders* 

The  following  fall,  we  met  again  in  Mrs*  Virginia  Austin 
Coon's  room  to  face  another  year  of  work*  Mrs*  Coon  was  a  new  tea¬ 
cher  in  our  school  and  we  all  tried  to  make  that  class  better 
than  any  she  had  taught  in  other  schools*  Vie  think  that  we  ac¬ 
complished  our  purpose  very  well  and  anyway  we  were  promoted  to 
another  grade  in  the  spring*  During  this  year  the  second  grade 
Joined  with  the  third  and  gave  a  play, "Sleeping  Beauty*"  Part  of 
the  characters  were  chosen  from  our  class  and  were  very  proud 
to  be  allowed  to  present  our  play,  not  only  in  general  assembly 
but  also  at  a  P.T*C*L.  meeting* 

Miss  Lynden  McPherson  was  our  friend  and  teacher  in  the 
third  grade.  Part  of  the  year  her  classes  were  very  trying  be¬ 
cause  practically  every  student  missed  at  least  two  or  three 
weeks  with  those  measly  little  pests,  the  measles*  It  takes  more 
than  a  few  little  red  measles  to  down  us* 

V/hen  we  got  to  the  fourth  grade  Miss  Myra  Flaherty  taught 
us.  She  gave  us  a  great  scare  the  first  morning  of  examinations 
when  she  came  around  v/ith  those  long  sheets  of  paper  covered 
with  questions  for  all  of  us  poor  little  children  to  answer* 

It  was  then  that  we  found  out  we  didn't  know  as  much  as  we 
thought  we  did*  But  I  guess  they  weren't  so  hard  after  all. 

In  the  fifth  grade  our  course  of  study  was  greatly  interrup¬ 
ted  due  to  the  illness  of  our  teacher  Miss  Clyde  Deisher*  We  had 
n^ny  substitutes  , some  good,  some  bad*  Well,  nature  must  have  her 

wayi 

In  the  sixth  grade  our  class  was  greatly  increased  by  the 
new  students  who  came  to  Join  us  from  Saltpetre  Cave  school*  Miss 
Mayvis  Alphin,  our  teacher,  made  the  examinations  quite  hard  that 
year  but  most  of  us  struggled  through  and  were  seen  downstairs 
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in  the  seventh  grade  the  next  year* 

In  the  seventh  grade  there  was  quite  a  time  getting  a  teach¬ 
er  for  us*  For  the  first  few  Vireeks  Miss  Grace  Milton  was  our  tea¬ 
cher  and  then  Miss  Katherine  Major  of  Clifton  Forge  came  down  to 
take  charge  of  a  room  full  of  not  very  intelligent  but  ambitious 
pupils*  Vi/'e  all  worked  to-gether  and  accomplished  much  doing  this 
year*  As  one  of  our  general  assembly  programs,  we  presented  a  play, 
"Mrs*  Wiggs  of  the  Cabbage  Patch."  This  year  "The  Eagle’s  Cry" 
banner  gave  much  excitement  as  it  was  a  great  contest  between  the 
sixth  and  the  seventh  grades  to  see  which  could  keep  it  the  most 
number  of  weeks*  In  Hay  we  received  our  report  cards  and  everyone 
was  very  proud  of  the  fact  that  all  of  their  fellow-classmates 
had  been  promoted  to  the  Freshman  Class* 

In  the  Freshman  Class,  we  had  another  new  teacher,  Mr*  H.  H. 
Addy.  It  seems  as  if  we  are  honored  with  all  of  the  new  teachers* 

We  like  it, wouldn't  you?  Very  little  happened  that  will  live  in 
our  memory  as  long  as  the  initiation  by  the  Junior  Class*  We  really 
believe  we  will  remember  it  until  we  are  famous  men  and  women 
of  to-morrow*.  We  went  through  many  different  ceremonies  in  the 
general  assembly  period  and  the  initiation  was  over*  Myl  what  a 
relief*  But  as  we  look  back  over  it  now,  it  wasn't  so  bad*  A  great 
many  new  pupils  were  added  to  our  group  from  Glen  Wilton* 

One  day  in  home  room  activity  period,  we  decided  that  such  an

We  were  very  sorry  to  lose  one  of  our  classmates,  Allen 
Fridley,  who  was  accidentally  shot* 

We  all  feel  that  we  have  gained  valuable  knowledge  from  our 
year  as  Freshmen  under  the  guiding  supervision  of  Mr*  Addy*

Of  the  five  practice  games  we  lost  only  one,  .This  gives  us  a  per¬ 
centage  of  80,  The  total  number  of  games  played,  exclusive  of 
tournament  game  was  21*  Of  this  21  we  v;on  14»  which  gives  us  a 
total  percentage  of  63^, 

The  Squad  had  to  be  cut  to  12  regulars.  However,  class  teams 
were  maintained  throughout  the  season.  An  intra-mural  tournament 
was  held  and  in  the  first  round  the  seniors  drev/  a  bye,  while  the 
sophomores  played  the  juniors  and  the  freshmen  played  the  seventh 
grade.  The  juniors  wore  victorious  over  the  sophomores  and  tho 
freshmen  over  the  seventh  grade.  In  the  second  round,  the  freshmen 
drew  a  bye,  so  tho  seniors  played  the  juniors  and  won  over  them. 

The  third  round  v/as  played  between  tho  seniors  and  the  freshmen 
with  the  seniors  v<;inning  a  hard  fought  game.  For  first  place  we 
have  the  seniors,  second,  freshmen,  and  the  third,  a*tio  bctv/ccn 
tho  sophomores  and  the  seventh  grade.  This  tournament  proved  very 
beneficial  both  as  practice  and  the  discovery  of  hidden  material.
